WEST  HARTLEPOOL 

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hartlepool  Port  Health  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
I beg  to  submit  mv  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1960. 

The  number  of  vessels  entering  the  port  was  less  than  last 
year  but  the  tonnage  of  vessels  entering  is  nearly  the  same. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  export  of  coal  and  magnesite 
but  a slight  increase  in  the  export  of  basic  slag. 

The  imports  have  nearly  doubled  due  to  the  large  increase  in 
the  import  of  iron  ore  and  a fair  increase  in  sawnwood. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  infectious  disease  in  the  port  during 
the  year  and  the  ordinary  sickness  incidence  remains  normal. 

Work  under  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations,  1951,  has 
resulted  in  the  issue  of  58  deratting  exemption  certificates  compared 
with  65  in  1959.  There  have  been  no  fumigations  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Some  traces  of  rats  have  been  found  on  some 
ships  but  for  the  third  year  in  succession  no  rats  have  been  recovered, 
and  while  this  is  in  some  measure  due  to  the  trade  of  the  port  it 
is  also  an  indication  of  the  small  amount  of  rodent  life  existing 
on  board  ships  today. 

Crews’  accommodation  continues  to  be  of  a high  standard  and 
the  nuisances  which  have  been  dealt  with  were  of  a minor  character. 

The  w'ork  carried  out  by  your  Inspector,  his  deputy  and  the 
ratcatcher  has  been  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  and  a record  of  the 
Inspector’s  work  is  included  in  the  report. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  valuable 
assistance  given  me  by  the  Chief  Preventive  Officer  of  H.M.  Customs 
and  his  staff,  to  Captain  Stathers,  M.B.E.  and  his  assistant  dock- 
masters,  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport  Surveyor,  to  H.M. 
Immigration  Officers  and  also  the  Pilot  Master  and  Pilots  for  their 
hearty  co-operation  with  the  officials  of  the  Authority.

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SECTION  V— Water  Supply. 

1 . (a)  The  Port  is  supplied  by  the  Hartlepools  Water  Company. 

(b)  Ships  are  supplied  from  hydrants  fitted  on  certain  quays. 

2.  Tests  for  contamination  are  carried  out  by  the  Hartlepool  and 
West  Hartlepool  Authorities. 

3.  Hydrants  are  covered  when  not  in  use  and  hoses  are  properly 
stored. 

4.  There  are  no  water  boats  in  the  district. 

The  water  is  very  hard  but  of  excellent  quality. 


SECTION  VI — Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952. 

(1)  List  of  Infected  Areas — 

A list  of  infected  ports  from  which  ships  are  likely  to  arrive 
is  prepared  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  a copy  of  this  list  in  the 
form  of  a letter  is  sent  to  the  Customs  and  Pilots,  and  when 
considered  advisable  to  the  shipping  agents.  These  notices  are 
usually  delivered  by  hand. 

(2)  Radio  Messages — 

(a)  Permission  by  radio  for  vessels  to  enter  the  port  is  sent  through 
the  Harbour  Master’s  Office  and  Cullercoats  Radio  Station. 

(b)  This  port  has  been  included  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the 
list  of  “radio  receiving  ports”  and  messages  sent  to  “Portelth, 
Hartlepool”  are  sent  directly  to  the  Port  Health  Office  or  to 
the  home  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(3)  Notification  otherwise  than  by  Radio — 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  notification  to  the  Port 
Health  Authority  by  the  Customs  and  the  Pilots  of  any  ship 
requiring  special  medical  attention  on  arrival  in  the  port.  Shipping 
agents  also  notify  when  they  have  received  messages,  whether  by 
radio  or  telegram  of  sickness  on  board  an  expected  arrival. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations — 

The  mooring  station  established  by  the  Authority  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Collector  of  Customs  and  the  Harbour  Master 
is  at  the  buoys  in  the  outer  harbour.  A plan  of  the  harbour  showing 
the  exact  position  of  the  buoys  was  transmitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Health. 

There  is  no  mooring  station  within  the  docks. 

(5)  Arrangements  for — 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  disease  ; 

Cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than  smallpox,  are  removed 
to  Brierton  Lane  Isolation  Hospital. 
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(b)  Surveillance  of  contacts  ; 

Contacts  remaining  on  board  are  kept  under  observation  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  on  the  vessel  leaving, 
information  is  forwarded  to  the  next  port  of  call.  Contacts 
leaving  the  ship  are  ordered  to  report  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  town  to  which  they  are  proceeding  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  such  contacts  are  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  town  to  which  the  contacts  are  proceeding. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  ; 

Disinfectants  are  kept  in  stock  ready  for  use  in  case  of  infectious 
disease.  Cleansing  and  disinfecting  are  done  by,  or  under  the 
supervision  of,  the  Port  Health  Staff. 

Persons,  clothing  and  other  articles  requiring  cleansing  and 
disinfecting  are  sent  to  the  General  Hospital,  West  HartlepooL 


SECTION  VII— Smallpox. 

(1)  Smallpox  patients  would  be  sent  to  Langley  Park  Hospital, 
Langley  Park,  County  Durham. 

(2)  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  County  Borough 
of  West  Hartlepool  to  remove  any  smallpox  cases  arriving,  or 
occurring,  in  the  port,  and  they  are  responsible  for  the  vaccinal 
state  of  the  ambulance  crews. 

(3)  Smallpox  consultants  available  are  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Regional  Panel  of  consultants. 

(4)  Facilities  for  the  laboratory  diagnosis  of  smallpox  are 
provided  at  the  area  Public  Health  Laboratory. 


SECTION  VIII — Venereal  Disease.

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SECTION  XII  Measures  against  Rodents  in  Ships 
from  Foreign  Ports. 

(1)  Procedure  for  Inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats — 

All  ships  arriving  from  foreign  ports  are  searched  as  early  as 
possible  after  arrival,  to  the  extent  that  cargo  will  allow.  After 
some  of  the  cargo  has  been  discharged  from  the  holds  further 
search  is  made. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  Examination  of  Rodents — 

All  rodents  recovered  are  examined  superficially  by  the 
Inspector  or  the  ratcatcher  and  any  showing  signs  of  not  having 
been  in  good  health  are  sent  for  pathological  and  bacteriological 
examination  to  Dr.  T.  Blower,  Pathologist,  General  Hospital,  West 
Lane,  Middlesbrough. 

(3)  Arrangements  for  Deratting  of  Ships — 

In  the  case  of  a minor  infestation  on  a ship  holding  a valid 
deratting  or  deratting  exemption  certificate  the  port  Ratcatcher 
carries  out  trapping  or  poisoning  or  both. 

Deratting  for  the  issue  of  a Deratting  Certificate  is  done  with 
cyanide  by  private  contractors  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer. 

The  Contractor  is  not  nominated  by  the  Medical  Officer.

SECTION  XIV— Public  Health  (Shell-fish)  Regulations,

There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  or  layings  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Authority.  There  are  however,  Mussels,  Winkles  and 
Cockles  which  can  be  picked  from  dock  gates,  walls  and  rocks,  and 
which  are  liable  to  pollution  from  sewage.  For  this  reason  warning 
notices  are  posted  from  time  to  time  drawing  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  the  dangerous  consequences  which  may  arise  from  the 
consumption  of  such  shell-fish.
